concerning  the  application  of  Lir.  Roman  Steimach,  presently  residing

ivir.  and  Mrs.  Steimach  and  their  two  children  are  registered  on 
the  Exabassy’s  list  of  intending  immigrants  under  the  Polish  non- 
preference  quota  as  of  March  14,  1947,  date  of  their  original  appli¬ 
cation  at  the  American  Consulate  General,  Kairobi ,  Kenya.  They  were 
invited  on  December  5,  1950,  to  submit  the  documents  necessary  for 
the  completion  of  their  dossier.  However,  to  date  none  has  been 
received  and,  consequently,  no  ftirther  action  has  been  possible  on 
their  case. 

Due  note  has  been  taken  that  xur.  u-lexander  Kosinski  of  suffield, 
Connecticut,  has  filed  an  ji^surance  in  favor  of  Mr.  Steimach  and  his 
family  with  the  Rar  Relief  Services,  National  Catholic  .islfare  Conference, 
New  York,  New  York.  It  seems  well  to  point  out,  however,  that  housing 
and  employment  assurances  may  only  be  accepted  in  sponsorship  of  persons 
who  qualify  for  special  consideration  under  the  provisions  of  the 
Displaced  Persons  act  of  1948,  as  amended.  Mr,  Steimach  has  not 
requested  the  consideration  of  his  case  under  the  Displaced  Persons 
Act,  and,  consequently,  his  displaced  person’s ^ status  has  not  yet  been 
established. 

Since  Ivir.  Steimach ’s  application  can  be  processed  without  delay 
under  the  normal  non-preference  Polish  quota,  it  is  suggested  that  he 
be  \irged  to  submit  his  and  his  family’s  civil  documents  and  that 
i'xiT,  Kosinski  present  a  new  affidavit  of  support  in  his  relatives  behalf 
to  replace  the  affidavit  executed  by  him  in  December  1946,  which  is

Aleksander  Kosinski,  and  con¬ 
cerning  the  immigration  visa  application  of  Ivir.  Roman  Stelmach  and 
his  family,  presently  residing  In  La  I.!adeleine,  Nord,  France. 

The  Stelmach  family  is  registered  on  the  Embassy's  waiting  list 
of  intending  immigrants  as  of  I/krch  10,  19U7  under  the  Polish  nonpre¬ 
ference  quota.  In  view  of  the  heavily  oversubscribed  condition  of 
this  quota  and  the  considerable  waiting  period  which  should  be  antici¬ 
pated  by  the  applicants  before  final  action  is  taken  in  their  case,  it 
does  not  appear  advisable  that  Ivr.  Kosinski,  who  executed  an  affidavit 
of  support  in  their  favor  on  December  26,  19U6,  renew  that  affidavit 
at  the  present  time.  It  is  suggested  that  such  action  be  postponed 
until  lir.  Stelmach  has  been  notified  by  the  Embassy  to  present  the 
dociments  necessary  for  the  completion  of  their  file,  in  order  to  avoid 
the  necessity  of  a  second  renewal  of  the  document  before  the  issuance 
of  the  desired  visas.
